2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 24-2$, wherein a tool for creating a mandrel comprises a tool body having a profile that 
approximates the desired elliptical shape, said profile comprising a circular-shaped portion of an 
elliptical shape and a plurality of facets disposed adjacent to said circular-shaped portion, each 
facet approximating a portion of the elliptical shape, as claimed.
